In sows instances only * partial statement of the law has been 
softs and, accordingly, the attached should be used as a guide, ref- 
erence being nade to the applicable law or regulation sited at the 
conclusion of each paragraph. 

2. This compilation has been made for the purpose of in- 
viting attention to lam, aeentamts thereto, and regulations 
which otherwise night he overlooked in the course of general 
review, da effort has been made to break the listing down into 
three general categories! l.e., Berries*, Personnel, Fiscal, data 
being mown under the function nor nelly having p rim a ry interest. 

It ie aeceeaary, however, to review all categories since infar- 
aation of importance will he found.
